Hn wever. not long ago, when 100 Black amdents, 
members of the Pari-African Liberation Gommlttee 
and the Harvard/KadcRÉfe Afro-American Associaifon, 
began the Lr occupatfon of Massachusetts H all (the 
Admlnlstratton Office of the President of Harvard 
Unfversicy) and Jssued the demand that Harvard divest 
ita stock ownerahlp in the Gulf ÜÜ Company, and 
therefore begin to end ita Involvement in the üaily 
exploitatlon and murder of die Black people of Southern 
Africa, eyebrows were raisöd, With ihetr symbolic 
acrion, these Black studente raised the veil of the 
utmost respectahility Harvard maintains in American 
Society, and exposed Lts lost for riches and power. 

As an instltution of high er educaiion, Harvard 
should funetion as all edueatlonal facüiites shuuld p to 
facilLtate peopfe's abllity to smrvive. In a way, Harvard 
does do ibis: it bodi enhflnces and comrlbutes to the 
maintenance of American Corporate CapitalIsm and 
a elflss of priviieged families who direct the American 
Empire in the rapé and plunder of the Black and Fhird 
World communittea around the globe.

arrest Rev* Ren Chavis, Pastor of 
the First African Corigregacion of the 
Black Me&slah Church, and a w<?]|- 
kiiown, Jeading politica] urganizer in 
the eommunity, for the NoriJi Caro- 
lina Gommiasfcm for Raclal Justfce, 
as well as belng a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Southern 
Conference Bdqeatfocial Fund (SCEF). 
He was arresied nn the frame-up 
charges of consplracy to m order, 
assault on "emergency personneP^ 
burning property with an incendiary 
device, and consplracy to bom pro* 
perty. These concocied charges we re 
suppoaedly farought agafnst Broiher 
Chavis becauac of his alleged par- 
tlcfpfltlon in racial incidenis that oc- 
curred in Wilmington, North Carollna 
in f ebruary of I97J» (lt was du ring 
Febraary of 1971, partjcularly, that 


the Black eommunity of Wilmingmn 
began to make lt clear that it would 
defend itself against such as RÖWP's 
violent attacks upon the members. 
Even armuured cars had heen turn cd 
around hy Black j>eople tryliig to 
sufvive in WiljiïLngton,) 

Rev» Brother Chavis has long been 
a target of local pigs. He and ano- 
ther örother, JimCrant, forexample, 
had previüusly been arrested on 
December 10, 1971, for another fabri- 
cated Conspiracy charge, whlch stated 
that they conspfcred to help cwo Rrn- 
diers, TheoUore Alfred Hood andWal- 
ter Dovid Washington, who we re nn 
trial for manufacturing and trans¬ 
por Ling ■'ülegaJ M weapons, escape m 
Canada, back in 1970. Jim Crant, 
a politicaI activist and correspondent 
for the African World (the officia! 
orgasi of the Student CrganLzation for 
Black Unity. S*O.B,U,) and the Southern 
Patriot (S 4 C»Ë,F, p a official news or- 
gan) Eiewspapers, wasr^cently*Intact, 
convictcd on the frame-np charges of 
Consplracy to help the two brothers 
altegedly flee tu Canada for the jiur- 
posc of avoiding progecutlun, The 
convicticq pgaicat Rrorher Jim Grant 
is surprislng in lfght of the fact 
that Washington^ and Hood*s charges 
of possession of tllegal firearms had 
been dropped before his (Gram's) 
trial ended, Although Rev. Chavis hae 
been acqukted of this particular 
charge, he still faces another charge 
wiLli Broiher Grant, iifissession of 
cxploslve dynamite. AH of thia stems 
from a col I eet ion of arbltrary, fnlse 
charges leveled agiinschtmandeleven 
others, sürrouadtiag the variouR con- 
frontatlons in Fsbruary of 197]. They

Locptod at B02 Castle Street, i r would 
have been only down the Street from 
Rev, Chavis’ Church, at 714 Castle 
Street. The Churrh has been used as 
a eommunity' center around whieh 
much of the poJlrical activity r of Black 
people is organiïïed in the city.

The capilultsts gven turn our very v*ard$ and expressipns to their uiun tnt&re&ts, 
and SQtmtimes turn vut attention from what w4 wonf tmd what we believe . 
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The predominant ideo logica i vehiele 
used in this type of gruup propaganda, 
however, is the chauvinist/ racist 
principle, the basis of whkb, in each 
case, is provided by the naturalrising 
consicitJu»ness of the group. Among 
Black people, for example, U is the 
naiural Increaslng a waren es.s of their 
doublé oxpIoLtdtlon, as we 11 as their 
African berilagc, thsc provid.es the 
Black lackey with a tooi, !r is the 
Job of false Black organïzadons and. 
independent mouthpieces ïo turn this 
awareness around into a ractsm that 
enaures the cl ca vage uf the movemerc, 
and works directly against die Later - 
ests of the Black masses, 

Stnce wormen suffer economie, moeial 
and sexual (along with men) oppression 
due to the capitalist sociaf sysrem, 
a sim Mar s tra in of propaganda eau 
be used on them. Here agatn, anatursl 
rising conscicusneBS can be twisted 
around into a chauvinism that qnly 
tends roenaure their continued oppres - 
aion by ronding 10 ensure the continu - 
at ion of the captiaLtsr System. 

Th lis, the use of group chauvinism 
or racism serves a doublé purpose 
for the propagandist: it is hnth the 
poli tic al vehicle and the splltring 
device. 

The rhird ingrediënt in chis group 
matrix is always anti-socialism or 
antt-comrnimism* This is the villfï- 
cation of reality by a complete rever- 
sal of logic. Gnce chauvinism or race 
hatred has been etitablished, it can 
be used to create as ülusfonary anti - 
cocmumism, While tb ere are many 
techniques used to accompli^b this, 
two of thuse based on chauvinism or 
racism are: (1) associöting commu¬ 
nis m with the ‘"ocher" group, and 
(2) telling the group that the socialist 
couniries, or well known heroes* are 
against their group. Because a Com¬ 
munist understanding tends to wake 
people up and brlng them together at 
the same time, and-communfsm is 
a very key factor in most types of 
establishment propaganda. 

The f our tb part of chis propaganda 
matrix is to render the group hnrm- 
iess to the powers-thaube, by destroy- 
ing their potentlal abillty to faght* 
Wfoile addletton 10 beroun or other 
hard drugiS, accompUshss thispufpo 9e 
alt too of ten, ii ik Impossible for the 
ruling classes to use drug warfare 


againftt everyone. I lence, there is a 
very en erger, k and widespread at tempt 
to turn the most potcniieUy revolu- 
Tionnry quarters of our society agalnst 
violenCe in .iny form, It is the siren 
song of the establishment. Somettmes 
it is accomplished by hooking them 
on religlon, or eometimes tlirough 
nn overemphaeis on the 1 p one shouldn't 
kill psychology ,T - extending this 
philosophy even to the beasts that 
wouidtTï heskate to desrroy us all 
af we became 3 real fhreat to them 
and it w r as withïn their power. Exces- 
sive Hentlments of this nature in a 
population can onty meanenslavernent. 
Agatn, anti-violence can Homerimes be 
insïiiled by ussociating it with sup- 
posed bad qualities of the ''aiher” 
group. Por example, telling women 
that the use of guns and violence 
a port of mnle chauvinism, Ie a 
very cl ever and tnsidious device*

without violence in the revolucionary 
process, ! he reason for this is very r 
simple: in any pre-revoluttonary 1 

development, o parr (usually a major- 
icy) of the populadon undergoes a 
radlcal change - otherwisethe rcvolu- 
tion coitld not occur. Bui never do al 1 
of the people undergo this uhange* 
Tb is includee the ruling class, most 
of the petty bourgeois and these who 
are irreversibly brainwashed by the 
above classes* Unforcunacely, there 
wül always be a sufficiënt number uf 
people around who are either brain- 
washed enough, or selfish enough, 
to man the ruling claas's armed line 
of defense* Those people who in sist 
on deacroying the pcople for their 
masters, will have to bc rendered 
hclpless.

World communittes suffering under the greed of Amer¬ 
ican corporate capitalism. Upon inveattgadon T the facts 
only emphasize and prove the comention that cheopprcg- 
sion af rhe World’s communlties is very siidilar. 
Harvard'* investments in Polaroid (141,75$ shares, 
worth $7,513,174), a prime financier for the Union of 
South Africa and the notorious policy of apartheid 
(the racial segregatie® policy of the racist govermineni 
of South Africa) have heen dürecdy responöible for 
the deaths-of hundreda of South Afrjcans who attempt 
to protest carrying Folaroid-made l.D. cards in their 
own country. Harvard is also Impllcated ïn the Inhumane 
establishment of Polaroid LIJ. cards for mnthers on 
Welfare in New York City, and soon, in Boston, 

The University, located in Cambridge, Massachu- 
rtetts, happens to be the City's largest alumiord, owning 
over BÜÜ units of houslng, as well as over 1/2 the 
section of Riverside, where many of Cambridge's Black 
pop ul at ion reside, 'ITirnugh lts wealth and power. Har¬ 
vard vimally fixes Ihe rents for ihe entire city,

tflke-over) to bufld low-income hauslhg 10 replace the 
tnany hundreds of decaytng struciures it owns. Also, 
one particulnrly interestlng investment, in which Har¬ 
vard owns a controlllng partion, is Mid-Sourh Utilities, 
a Chain of èlectric gupply stores In the Southern 
portion of the United States. MLd-Souifa Utilities employfl 
a large number of known Ku Klux Klan memberg, 
and imdoubtedly flnances a number of Ku Klux Klan 
"adventures", 

Harvard Universicy could more aptly be called a 
subsidiary of the "Harvard Corporation 7 ’. The policies 
nnd directions the Unïvcrsity makes are pLanned and 
controlled by the Board of Dl rectors of thö Corporation:
